POLICE PROTECTION ....

Council to Consider 
Businessmen's Plea

A letter, circulated and signed by the directors of the 
Downtown (Torrance) Merchants' Association, was pre­ 
sented to the City Council last week, and will probably be 
placed on Tuesday's agenda.

In an editorial printed in last Thursday's Torrance 
Press it was pointed out that
merchants were upset at the 
rush of burglaries and armed 
robberies that have besot Ihe 
local business districts and 
would demand immediate 
Council action and more po­ 
lice protection.

In an interview with Press 
reporters, Chief Percy Ben- 
nett stated:

AWARE OF PROBLEM
"We are well aware of the 

problems that beset this com­ 
munity. Last July we request­ 
ed the addition of more 
strength to the department 
and the Council authorized 
the employment of six addi­ 
tional officers .The interim 
period has been spent re­ 
cruiting, screening, and train­ 
ing Candidates."

"I would also like to point 
out that many of the burg­ 
laries of businesses took place 
after repeated warnings of 
police officers t h a t ladders 
against the side of the build­ 
ing, or high windows left 
open, were an invitation for 
such crimes to he committed."

Letter submitted to the city 
said, in part, "In the past few 
weeks several downtown 
stores have had display win­ 
dows broken by burglars. 
One of these stores has been 
attacked twice. In addition,

there have been numerous 
robberies, including one 
armed robbery in broad dav- 
light.
GREAT RESPONSIBILITY

"We realize the tremendous 
responsibility of protecting a 
city of this size with inad­ 
equate number of police offi­ 
cers. However, as business­ 
men, we sincerely believe we 
are entitled to more protec­ 
tion."

Letter was signed by Abe 
Robinson, president, and di­ 
rectors of the merchants as­ 
sociation.

A detailed report, showing 
the disposition of the present 
Torrance police force, and its 
present status compared to 
other cities of similar size, 
was authorized several weeks 
ago and is now being pre­ 
pared.

Captain John Maestri, who 
is preparing the r e p o r t, 
pointed out that the depart­ 
ment will ask for more men 
at the next budget sessions. 
He said that, although the 
personnel roster shows that 
about 100 people are em­ 
ployed in the department, a 
share of these are matrons 
and administrative and office 
help and are not available for 
field duty.
